DE Petting of the Eſtates of this Kingdom, have thought fit to 
Certitie and Advertiſe the Leidges, that after an Ac and Uote of 
the Eitates ſubſcribed by the Members, Declaring and Enacing, 
55 that the Eſtates would continue their Meeting undiſſolved until 
they ſhauld Settle and Secure the Proteſtant Religion, the Government, Laws 
and Liberties of the Kingdom: Meverthelels, ſeveral Perſons who did 
Concur with them in that Uote, and Sublcribed the fame, have Deſerted 
the Mirting of the Effates, and ſome of them have pꝛeſumed openly to Coz- 
teſvond with the Duke of Gordon ſince the Pzoclamation of Intercommuning 
againſt him, and to Retire from this place in Fozm of War, Therekoze, 
the Eſtates do Require all ſuch of their Wembers as have Deſerted the Peet- 
ing without Acquainting the Eſtates oz their Þzeſident, to return with all 
Tonventencp to the Perting of Eſtates ; and likewiſe the Eſtates do Adver⸗ 
tiſe and Require the whole Proteſtants of the Kingdom, betwirt Sirty and 
Sirtirn; to be in Readineſs with their beſt Pozſes and Arms, upon Adver- 
tilement from this Beeting of Eſtates, and likewile to Have their Militia in 
Rkadineſs to receive {uch Ozders as ſhall be directed to them from the ſald 
Eſtates fo2 Securing the Proteſtant Religion, the Laws and Liberties of the 
Aingdam. And Ozdains thele Pꝛeſents to be Publiſhed at the DDercat- 
Ctoſſes of the ſeveral Dead-Burghs of the Kingdom, that none may p2e- 
tend Jgnozance hereof, Extracted out of the Kecozds ok the Pieting of
